Wants Germany in League 
; 


OENKVA, Sept. ^.— (By Jbe Associ- 


ated Press)—Tn his addres* before the 


fifth assembly of the League of Na- 
tions today the British prime minuter, 
.Mr. McDqnald, declared that Germany 
cannot remain outside of the league. 


The best way of handling the prob- 


lem of aggression, he said, was to 
seL up a court or courts of arbitra- 
tion. 


IJefore he heg-an his speech, which 


was deliverer! before a crowded hall, 
he conferred with representatives of 
the' British dominions, outlining 
.to 


them the main issues he.woulrt follow. 


Premier 
Mac-Donald 
mounted 
the 


rostrum of 
the 
assembly 
at 
11 


o'clock to begin hl.s address amid the 
tremendous applause, all the delegates 
standing in their places. 


During his address he declared that 


tba British Empire would do every- 
thing In its power to widen the in- 
fluence and 
prestige of 'the League 


of Nations. 


Insisting that Great Britain 
was 


intensely Interested in the 
problem 


of security, "Mr, 
MacDonald 
added: 


"But wo do not believe that military 
alliances can bring security."

bring the world 'hack to the situation
